Judge H>lds Eoads Should

'Cbnt Net Profit. 


Kansas City, Mo., Marcli 8.—A nota- 


ble decision in favor of the railroads 
was hauled down today by Judge Mc- 
Pherswi, of the United States district 
court,/in the two-cent fare and maxi- 
mum freight 
rate cases, involving 


eighteen Missouri lines. The railroads 
contended that the rates fixed by the 
statutes of tho state were not remu- 
nerative but confiscatory, and .that the 
enforcement of the statutes 
be en- 


joined. The state brought proceedings 
to have them enforced. 


"The question," said Judge McPher- 


son in his decision, "is whether the 
traffic wholly within the state of Mis- 
souri, generally referred to in the evi- 
dence as local traffic, can be carried 
under the freight rate statute of 1907 
and the passenger fare statute of 1907 


- at such profit as will give a reasona- 


ble return after paying expenses upon 
tho investment, or whether such traffic 
is carried at a loss or less than such 
reasonable profit. * * * The court 
has reached the conclusion that upon 
this question the statutory rates fixed 
by either and both statutes are not re- 
munerative."

Facts for the Public to Ponder 


Now that this' connnunity has been led, by the actions of the City Administra- 


tion, to suspect that there is a STRONG OFFICIAL DISTRUST of the Municipal 
Lighting Plant, as a City economy, let us see if'that distrust is not justified. 


. As noted iu our last Talk, the reasons that.'existed for securing a City .plant 


for street lighting hack in 1897 Avheu Fort Wayne was paying $120 per lamp per 
year are not found to exist in 1907 when Fort Wayne was paying at the rate of 
$64.82 a lamp.

The dangers of municipal ownership are better understood now than they were 


ten years ago. 
' 


Here and there, all over the United States, the municipalities have been get- 


ting their experience—and sad experience it has been in the electrical field. 


The largest cities, being able -to afford thorough and exhaustive expert exam- 


ination into both the cost of electric lighting and the results attained by smaller 
cities, have, with rare exceptions, avoided municipal ownership." 


Out of the fifteen leading cities of the United States in population but two 


,shave municipal ownership of their electric lighting plants. These are Chicago and 
Detroit.

The results in Chicago have not been encouraging to municipal ownership.' 
In fact it has only been through the efforts of the expert chartered account- 


ants of the National Civic Federation, Messrs. Mai-wick, Mitchell & Co., that the 
actual results in Chicago could be gathered from the tangled accounts of the City 
Government.

From the Federation's report, based on the accountant's figures, it is found 


that the cost to Chicago of operation from 1888 "to December 31, 1905, including 
taxes, depreciation, insurance, water, rent, salaries, wages, etc., was as follows: 


Total cost of operation excluding interest 
$4,228,555

Here is a city using upward of THIRTEEN TIMES as many street arc lamps 


alone as Fort Wayne, yet.so far from being able to make.municipal ownership pay, 
manages to involve the City in an annual loss of many thousands. 


No wonder that when the Lighting Committee of the Civic League of St. Louis 


investigated conditions at Chicago it reported that the experience of Chicago and 
Detroit "is not such as to warrant the statement that a municipal plant would be 
more ccomonical than .contract lighting." 


"Here, again/' says this report, "we are confronted with the difficulty of getr 


ting at the real gross cost to these cities for the service. In .spite of the fact that the. 
annual reports from the officers in charge of these plants arc supposed to state cold 
facts and give every detail of expense connected with the operation of the plants, a 
careful examination of the books and accounts by expert accountants shows that 
these officers arc advocates of a cause rather than disinterested compilers of statis- 
tics."
